Tiny 
called back the aide and insisted that tho 
German llag bo removed. The officer thus 
urged rode into the ranks and took hold of 
file banner. He tried to take it away from 
the man who carried it, but tho men in the 
ranks pluckily surrounded tho aide and es- 
sayed to beat him off. Policeman Diebold, 
ol the Alloghi ny force, dashed into tho 
thick of the light and beat horse and rider 
wi)h his tnaoe. For a time it seemed 
that tho champions of the flag would 
win. Thereupon the junior men 
who bad encouraged the aides to 
remove the Hag took part. Canes and 
lists wero used, resulting in black eyes and 
torn clothing. Policeman Diebold was 
roughly handled. Despite the efforts of the 
bakers and policemen the flag came down. 
The Junior order men secured the banner 
and in about a minute all semblance to a na- 
tion's emblem was gone; tho silk was torn 
to shreds and tho men trampled it under 
foot. Having won the victory they 
shouted, "America for Americans," "The 
Stars aud Stripes tho only banner on our 
streets,"' and other patriotic sentiments. 
They then retired and the bakers closed up 
| their ranks and proceeded on their way, 
hut wore angry, but will not cool down for 
sometime.

Everybody Btnokos tho Kickers. 



London, Sept. I. — The opening of the 
Trades Unions congress at Liverpool to-day 
was marked by the greatest enthusiasm. 
The prominent labor orators, Burns, Mann, 
Tillett and others, were wildly applauded, 
In the course of his address, John Burns 
warned the congress that it was necessary 
to keep the labor movement out of politics 
as it was essentially an economic question 
and had nothing to do with Liberalism or 
Conservatism as such. The congress is by 
far the largest and most important of the 
kind ever held. Too steady and raj 
growth of trade unionism ; its itnportiir 
to all men who labor in large bodies ; the 
victories it has won for supporters, all 
Line to make the present meeting signili 
as much depends upon its deci 
and decrees. The employers of labor 
are keeping as anxious a watch 
over the deliberations of the body 
as the workmen who are represented 
in it by delegates. i\ kilo labor has be 
tending to a more and more perfect organ- 
ization, capital has also been concentrating 
in syndicates and combinations, and it is 
difficult to predict how much further the 
two movements can be pushed without 
reaching a point of collision or deadlock. 
The socialists emphasize the difficulty, and 
their partizans in Congress are ready to 
argue tho question. Despite its apparent 
success, trades unionism is but a temporary 
expedient which will ultimately ho circum- 
vented by the capitalist employers who are 
in a position to outlive the employees 
when it comes to tho iinul strug- 
gle. Socialists therefore claim that 
nothing short of a radical change in 

the wage system will effect a permanent up- 
lifting of the masses to a condition of rea- 
sonable comfort.

THE ALEXANDER'S FUTURE. 

She Is (loiiur to bvi n Whaler nnd Wrecker 
Combined— To bp Fitted Up in the Most 
Substantial Manner, 

The alterations and improvements in 
course of operation on board the old steamer 
Alexander indicate that she is intended for 
something better than carrying old iron 
down to San Francisco, A look at the Out- 
er wharf reveals four stout masts being fash- 
ioned by ship carpenters there, Theso are 
very thick and strong, their length being 
SS.j feet ; they are associated with the Alex- 
ander. In a word, she is being fitted up for 
a two-fold purpose. 

One of these is the important industry of 
whaling, which is looked upon as giving 
fairly favorable prospects to any man mak- 
ing a venture to secure it properly. There 
is no use starting into it in a half sense ; the 
man undertaking it must be ready to as- 
sume all its chances, whether ho lakes two 
whales a day or only two a week. The Alex- 
ander is going to be made capable of meet- 
ing every contingency in this regard. She 
will have a complete whaling outfit, with 
two steam launches, and shifting patent 
whaling guns. Her carrying capacity will 
be GOD tons, and will bo supplied with 
iron tanks capable of holding 70,000 gallons 
of whale oil. Euoh tank will be limited in 
capacity, so as to obviate any risk to tho 
whole storage in case of injury to the tank. 

Together with this, she will have a com- 
plete wrecking outlit, consisting of steam 
pumps for every purpose in connection with 
this work. Some of theso pump* will have 
a water throwing capaei'y of IS tons a min- 
ute. The vessel itself has beei 
overhauled, caulked and rep; 
she is us sound and strong 
built.

a Canadian bottom, that Captain Whitelaw 
can thereby olaim the privilege of whaling 
in Canadian waters, ill which course ho waa 
opposed when lie tried to embark tho 
Whitelaw. A double advantage will accrue 
to British Columbia in this vessel, as the 
waters of this territory will have the double 
benefit of possessing a whaler and a com- 
plete wrecking plant combined. This will 
only bo for small ships, the pros- 
pects for investing in plant for large 
ships being not tmllieieul to justify the out- 
lay in these waters. However, it would pay 
in ease of a very heavy wreck (as it would 
have paid in the past had proper judgment 
been exercised) to allow blu Whitelaw U> 
come here at a time whan there is a pros- 
pect of saving the wrecked ship from being 
a total loss. 

The new masts will be stepped on the 
Alexander either to-day or to-morrow, and 
tho work will thereafter be pushed through 
vigorously. She will be a sailing vessel, but 
all the working gear and equipment will be 
worked by Steam, thus materially reducing 
the cost of labor. About twenty men will 
be employed on board her for tho whaling 
business, but when it becomes necessary for

NEWS FROM THE INTERIOR. 

(From Inland Exchanges.) 
KAMLOOPS. 

Dr. ami Mrs. Tunstall returned on 
Tuesday from a trip to Eastern Canada. 

Mr. Angus Campbell, i admitted to the 
hospital last week Buffering from injuries 
received by being thrown from a horse, 
at Campbell's Creel;, and bei 'g dragged 
some distance, is almost himself again. 

A special meeting ot the congregation 
of the Presbyterian church was held on 
Tuesday evening to move in a call to a 
pastor. Rev. A. Wright, ot Spallumcheen, 
acted as moderator. D. was unanimously 
decided to extend a call to Rev. Mr. Lee, 
of Sherbrooke, Quo., and the necessary 
steps will bo taken to accomplish that 
end. 

Tho construction of the Shuswap & 
Okanagm railway is being vigorously 
pushed forward between Sicamous and 
Vernon. Mi'. T. W. Patterson, contrac- 
tor, is personally superintending construc- 
tion, and has about 500 men omployed 
on the work. The grading is nearly com- 
pleted to Euderby, ami track laying wid 
be commenced as soon as the rails arrive 
which are expected daily. It is intended 
to have the track laid to Enderby this fall. 

Evory facility has been offered intend- 
ing British Columbia exhibitors to the 
Toronto exhibition by the C.P.R. A car, 
to contain various specimens of cereals, 
roots, flowers, fruits and other produce 
of the district adjacent to the coast, has 
been placed at their disposal at Vancou- 
couver with free transit the entiro way. 
This car will stop ac Bovolstoke and take 
on board a lino collection of Kootenay 
minerals weighing upwards of two Ions, 
gathered under the direction of Mr. .1. 
M. Kellie, M. 1'. Had it been necessary 
the C.P.R. were prepared to place an en- 
tiro car at tho disposal of this exhibit. 
Tho benefits to be derived from an ex- 
hibition in the eastern provinces of the 
great mineral wealth of certain sections 
of British Columbia cannot be over esti- 
mated, and tho readiness of the local 
management of tho road to oiler free 
transit for tho collection is to bo appre- 
ciated. 

Thos. Brady, serving a term in fi'n'> 
Kamloops prison for stabbing ono Gor- 
man, at Nelson, made a break for liberty 
on Tuesday and for a time was successful 
in his attempt. On Wednesday Constable 
Carmet got on his trail and followed it to 
Shuswap, where on Thursday Brady was 
captured by Mr. Alex, McBryan, about (i 
o'clock in tho morning. He had just 
seized Brady and was struggling with him 
when Constable Carmet put in an ap- 
pearance, when Mr. McBryan handed 
die prisoner over to him. Brady was 
brought back to town by the constable on 
Thursday night and lodged in the jail 
again, where he now languishes in double 
irons. 



The residents of both Ainsworth and 
Nelson are beginning to seo the necessity 
of a daily line of boats between the two 
places. 

Cars are now running to a point about 
live miles east of Sproat on the Columbia 
& Kootenay, the rolling stock consisting 
of 16 flat cars and a caboose. 

Even bets are offered at Nelson that 
tho Northern Pacific will have a branch 
road completed to navigable water on the 
Kootenay river before the Canadian Pa- 
cific gets the Kooteniy iX Columbia com- 
pleted to Nelson. 

Mr. Atkins, deceased, had a partner, 
Mr. Ramsay, owning together one-half 
the Hall intnes, The early development 
of the Toad mountain district is believed 
now to depend greatly on tho course to 
bo pursued by the owners of the Hall 
properties, 

The first assize court held in Southern 
Kootenay was openfd at Nelson on Fri- 
day, Chief Justice of the Supreme Court 
Sir Mathew Baillie Begbie, presiding ; 
the crown being represented by 1'. .10. 
Irving, deputy attorney-general. There 
being no cases, cither civil or criminal, 
on the docket, court was adjourned until 
Monday, to enable the grand jury to 
make its report.

THE CITY GAKBAGE. 

Plan* and Specifications of the Proposed 
Crematory Received from Iowa. 

Mr. Dowler, the city clerk, has just re- 
ceived a communication from the Dominion 
Sanitary and Crematory company i" Iowa, 
enclosing plans and specifications of the 
crematory, with regard to which the civic 
authorities arc making inquiries. The 
apparatus is designed to consume 35 to .">() 
yards of garbage daily— half of it night soil 
— a capability ample for a city of 25,000 
population, "it is said that once lighted the 
bilges arising from the material consumed 
will largely supply the tire. Two men, it is 
contended, can manage the process, which 
will be carriod on without any offensive 
odours. The Iowa company had offered to 
supply and put up the plant for ."57,000, but 
it is said that possibly the cost of lire bricks 
and castings will be more than had been 
anticipated, and this difference may have to 
be made up by the city. The company only 
ask that half the cost be paid as the material 
comes upon the ground and as the building 
progresses, the balance to bo forthcoming 
after a satisfactory demonstration of the 
working of the appliances has been m ido to 
the health officers. The company further 
offer to send along a competent man to 
superintend the work of construction pos- 
sibly the inventor, Mr. ISnglehart.

Among the passengers who, a few 
nights sine, came over the Sound and 
quietly left for the East, without an- 
nouncing themselves or their intentions, 
was Dr. John Hamilton Graham, the 
First Grand Master of the Grand Lodge 
of tho Province of Quebec A.F. & A.M. 
For a number of years Dr. Graham was 
principal of St. Francis College, P.Q., 
one of his pupils having been Mr. A. M. 
Beattie, of Vancouver, with whom ho 
had the pleasure of staying a few hours. 
By birth, Dr. Graham is an American, 
but became a good British subject, being 
prominently associated with ra hvay and 
political affairs in the Eastern province. 
He expressed himself as highly pleased 
with the Sound country. The shortness 
of his stay prevented the possibility of 
his forming any personal opinions as to 
Victoria, but from what he could learn 
ho believed tho futures of the capital and 
the sister city on the Mainland were be- 
yond quostiou. 

A PUBLIC ALARMIST. 

To tub Editor : — Tho alarming and 
sensational letter of " F, C. S." in your 
paper of Sunday, should not be allowed 
to pass without a word in deprecation. 
The genera! question of sewerage I have 
no desire to discuss ; hut there are per- 
sons who express tho opinion that the 
by-law, if adopted, will prove the enter- 
ing wedge for an expenditure entirely 
out of proportion with tho benefits it is 
proposed to bestow, and so gigantic in its 
proportions as to seriously affect the 
financial status of i ho city for many 
years. Let. that opinion go for what it is 
worth ; as an old-time resident and tax- 
payer, 1 wish to enter my protest against 
these overdrawn and terrifying lines, 
which I take from the opening sentence 
of " F. C. S.'a " letter: 

" Is \ ictoria to have a system of sew- 
erage in the near future, or must the 
present abominable, filthy, and disgrace- 
ful state of affairs continue until the 
smouldering lire of disease break into an 
epidemic of llame f" 

1 deny that the condition of Victoria is 
"abominable, filthy and disgraceful." J 
dispute the assertion that the place is un- 
healthy ; and, in support of my position 
point to the Dominion health statistics 
(to which your Ottawa correspondent 
lately alluded) to show that Victoria is 
the second healthiest city in Canada. 

As compared with Tacoma, Scuttle, 
Portland, or San Francisco, Victoria is 
exceptionally heal by. There have been 
isolated eases of typhoid fcor recently, 
but every ease so far repotted arose from 
causes within the power of the occupant 
of the premises to remove. Mont teal 
and Toronto have sewers and any amount 
of typhoid, too, Poisoning by sower gas 
is common, and diphtheria first made its 
appearance in Boulogne, France, among 
people who lived along a line of the city 
drainage system. 

1 will not call in question "F. C. S.'s" 
assertion that the public health will he 
improved by the adoption of a system of 
sewerage ; but I cannot help asking him 
how it comes to pass that Victoria, with- 
out sewerage, is healthier than all but 
one of the towns in Canada that have 
sewerage ? 

It is a slander on our fair city to pub- 
lish that it is abominably filthy. Com- 
pared' with other coast cities it is cleanly 
and snoot smelling, and the sensational 
advocate of sewerage will nut gain votes 
for tho by-law by pronouncing it to be

CANADIAN LOYALTY. 

The London Times, of the I3tli tilt., 
contains tin articlo on tho loyal address to 
iho Queen, passed unanimously by tho 
Canadian Parliament iu January of the 
present year. It will bo remembered 
that tho object of this address was to con- 
tradict tho rumors that Canadians were 
wearied of their connection with Great 
Britain and that they strongly desiredan- 
nexation to the United States, and also to 
assuro Her Majesty of the devoted at- 
tachment of Canadians to the political 
uuion existing between Canada and the 
Mother Country. This address was con- 
sidered necessary because a number of 
aetivo politicians on both side3 of the 
boundary were continually declaring that 
Canadians felt that British connection 
was an impediment to tho progress of 
.their country. The writings and the 
speeches of this clique were widely dis- 
seminated and 'were creating tho impres- 
sion in many quarters that the people of 
C Hindu were restless and discontented, 
and were prepared for a change of alle- 
giance. This was not true, and there 
wero many members of Parliament who 
considered that it was neither right nor 
politic to .allow Canada to be re- 
presented as being, if not actively 
disloyal, at least dis3atiafiod with tho re- 
lations existing betwoen tho Dominion 
and Croat Britain and desirous of a 
change. 

When Mr. Mtilock placed the resolu- 
tion on tho paper, it was cousideted by 
many to be unnecessary, but reflection 
and discussion causod them to change 
their minds, and they gave it their en- 
thusiastic support. Men of both parties 
and of all races and creeds spoke in favor 
of the resolution, and the debato was 
forwarded with tho Governor-General's 
dispatch and the address to the Colonial 
Minister. The acknowledgement of the 
receipt of tho addross was couched in 
language as cordial and as forcible as 
official etiquette and formality per- 
mitted. 

The article in the Times shows that 
Canadian subjects are bettor understood 
now in London than they were some time 
ago. That paper, at any rate, under- 
stands why intelligent Canadians are not 
solicitous to becomo eiti/cens of the 
United States. It sees that the language 
of tho members of Parliament, both 
English-speaking and French, when they 
spoko earnestly and warmly in favor of 
'British connection, was perfectly natural. 
It appreciates tho force of tho questions 
naked of those who advocate a change of 
allegiance. 

" What is to be gained i Can Canadi- 
ans hope to enjoy an ampler measure of 
liberty than is now theirs i Will their 
laws bo better, the administration of 
justice purer than at present / Will their 
liscal policy ho more in accordance with 
their own wants than now I . 
Why should a young country, with ad- 
mirable resources and full of promise, 
commit political suicide I Why should 
she, by her own act, disappear from tho 
nations of the earth 1" 

These are some of tho questions which 
tho Times quotes with approval. And it 
is very difficult for tho advocates of an- 
nexation to answer them satisfactorily to 
tho Canadians who love the mother 
country, the old flag and British institu- 
tions as they have been adapted to tho 
circumstances of this now country. 
Canadians have all tho liberty they want. 
Tlioy feel that thoy are as free a people 
as the sun shines on. Tho bond that 
unites thorn to Great Britain is a silken 
»no, It is never in those days felt to be 



galling; It is tho custom to say thai- 
Canadian loyally is a more matter of 
sentiment. Wo supposo that sentiment 
has a groat deal to do with tho loyalty of 
all peoples. But it is quite a mistake to 
suppose that Canadians do not feel that 
their connection with Great Britain is 
productive of many substantial ad- 
vantages which it would he the 
merest folly lightly to throw away. 
Changes will, of course, come to this 
country as they como to all coun'ries. 
No ono knows what a day may bring 
forth, it is therefore profitless to speculate 
what may happen to Canada in tho 
course of a century or two. But at this 
present moment it cannot be denied that 
Canadians tiro qtnto contented with their 
political condition and are not inclined to 
make the sliuhtest effort to bring about a 
radical change in any direction. They, 
as a people, are politically very well off, 
and they know it. 

It is asserted that annexation would be 
followed by important material ad- 
vantages to tho people of all the pro- 
vinces. This is doubted by BOIUO, who 
(diservo that those states which occupy 
pretty much the same position as Canada 
w.oultl, if it were absorbed by the Great 
Republic, are, on the whole, not better 
off than are tho provinces of the Domin- 
ion, But even if it could be proved to a 
demonstration that Canadians would 
make more money as citizens of the 
United States than they do us subjects of 
Queen Victoria, there arc very fo\y in- 
deed who would consent to a change of 
allegiance. This is seen by our American 
neighbors. The San Francisco Call, in 
an article on tho Vaticinations of Mr, 
Ooldtvin Smith, Buys : 

Canada, peopled by men of our race, 
our kin, our blood and our bone, inhabit- 
ing a region analagous to our territory, 
and working out, a destiny on the samo 
lines us ours, would almost certainly be 
more prosperous if it formed several 
States of the Union, instead of contribut- 
ing colonial dependencies of a European 
power. But the Canadians make no sign 
that they/ think so, They love tho old 
Mag, the old institutions, the titles, the 
paraphernalia of Old World life. They 
take pride in contributing a part- 
though it be a very subordinate part— of 
tho British Empire. They cherish their 
old ass ciutions and their old memories 
of the times when thoy bore the brunt of 
English ware. And in contrast with this 
sentimental view of the subject, the 
purely commercial view commands 
neither respect nor attention." 

This is how the question of annexation 
is viewed by an observer on the other 
side of the line, and it must be admitted 
that the conclusions at which he arrives 
are in the main correct. 



in tho interests of the American 
people, that such groat fault is found 
with the Canadian Pacific, and that so 
much is said about retaliation. It is no 
wonder that many American citizens do 
not understand the question, when tho 
newspapers betray such gross ignorance 
of its leading features. 



A SINGULAR MISTAKE. 

1 1 seems almost impossible for Ameri- 
can journalists to understand the relation 
in which the Canadian Pacific Railway 
stands to tho Dominion Government. 
Most of them believe that the railway is 
a Government concern, operated by tho 
Government for its own advantage. This 
is evidently the mistake under which ono 
of the editorial writers of tho San Fran- 
cisco Call was laboring when he wrote tho 
following : 

"Tho Dominjon Government, in pur- 
suance of this policy of unification, has 
become in effect a grand transportation 
C impany, much of whose business de- 
pends upon a continuance of this privi- 
lege (the bonding), which it is optional 
with the United States to continue. The 
Canadian railroad has no business of its 
own which justifies its existence. If its 
American busi:.o is should bo taken frtm 
it, its annual deficit would be n larger 
item in tho Canadian budget than tho 
Government is in a condition to bear." 

It is most surprising that a respeotable 
United States no wspupor does not know 
by this time that not one dollar of tho 
receipts of the Canadian Pacific Railway 
goes into tho Dominion treasury. The 
Dominion budget would not he affected 
in the slightest dogroe by a diminution of 
those receipts. The Government are not 
responsible for the railroad's debts. It: 
has no more to do with the debts of the 
Canadian Pacilic than it. has to do with 
those of the Northern Pacilic or the 
Union Pacific. The Canadian Pacilic 
Railroad company is wholly independent 
of Government control. It is a corpora- 
tion which relics altogether upon its own 
resources. It did atone time owo the 
Dominion Government money, but, un- 
like some of tho American Pacific roads, 
it paid its debt, if we mistake not, even 
before it was duo. The Dominion Gov- 
ernment has nothing whatever to do with 
the management of the road, and cannot 
dictato to it tho course it shall pursue. 
It has not power enough over it to ap- 
point even a brakemari. Consequently, 
tho conclusions which tho Call 
draws from the assumption that 
it is a Government road, whoso 
prosperity and adversity immediately and 
directly- affects tho Government are per- 
fectly worthless. Withholding tho bond- 
ing privilege would bo an unnoighborly 
act, and would, no doubt, seriously af- 
fuct tho business both of tho Canadian 
Pacific and tho Grand Trunk roads, but 
the United States Government, in trying 
to injure those roads, would inflict se- 
rious loss on quito a large proportion of 
its own citizens, both cast and west, who 
find in those roads a very great con- 
venience, und a relief from the tyranny of 
American trunk lines. It is in tho 
interest of tho railway monopolies 
of the United States, and not 



PROFESSIONAL FLA YERS. 

It appears that in England, where fair 
play is regarded as so precious a jewel, 
athletic clubs resort to practices which 
are considered most reprehensible on this 
side of tho Atlantic. Tho lacrosse club 
which, in order to increase its efficiency, 
employs professionals is looked upon as 
doing what iB unfair. It is supposed that 
the clubs are composed wholly of ama- 
teurs, and to hire professional players to 
play against amateurs is manifestly un- 
fair, and, under some circumstances, 
fraudulent. In England it: now seems 
tho practice of some football clubs who 
desire to gain victories easily to engage 
professional players at so much a week. 
The salaries that these men get are quite 
considerable. One hired by tho Nott's 
Forest Football club was engaged at a 
salary of £4 I0.s., or over §22 a week. 
Tlio man's name wus. Campbell. Ho 
agreed to play during tlio season for that 
remuneration, but it appears that tho 
rival club offered him more. At any rate 
he refused to carry out his engagement. 
The Nott's Forest Football elub then 
appealed to Chancery for an in- 
junction to restrain Campbell from 
playing for the Blackburn R ivors 
or any other club during tho approaching 
season. Mr. Justice North refused the 
application, and his decision was appealed 
from. The clubs ore composed diielly of 
amateurs, and play for amusement, and 
the professionals are introduced to make 
them stronger whether against) the rules 
of the club or associations does not ap- 
pear. The Master X r the Rolls, who 
appears to have been a pretty keen foot- 
ball player himself in his day, did not 
look upon tho employment of pro- 
fessionals with favor, lie .said, " the- 
game could be played well enough with- 
out professionals if they 1 ked to try. In 
my time some of us used to think we 
could do pretty neatly as well as profes- 
sionals." However, he thought it was 
shabby for the other side to entice away 
their man. The Master of tho Rolls, 
who seemed somewhat disgusted at see- 
ing the mercenary element introduced in- 
to games of amusement, confirmed tho 
decision of Judge North, so the Notts 
Forest Club had to do without an injunc- 
tion. Tho decision is ono which those 
who enjoy sport for sport's sake, and who 
believe in strict fair play, will approve. 
But our principal reason for noticing the 
case is to show that a practice which is 
condemned .as unfair in this country has 
crept into sporting circles inGreat Britain.

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NEWSPAPER WRITING. 

SciiHlblo \Yordn Wlilih All Young Autlion 
^ , . KJioutU Head. 

' T am very frequently aslcod whether 
the newspaper Is ttio bent starting point, 
Zor young authors, and in this question 
lies, in nino cases out of ten, a grave 
misconception, writes Edward YV. Hole 
in the Ladies' Homo Journal. Many 
;:o:.ui<; writers holiQVO that work ro- 
jo'ctod by tlio monthly magazine will 
And n market with the daily newspaper. 
It seems to ho taken for granted that 
i. ho saraa degree of care in unnecessary 
for newspaper work as for magazine 
writing, "The newspaper dies with the 
day, the magazine lives for a month," 
is tlio general fooling, and honco the im- 
pression that ephemeral work will llnd 
a ready market with tho newspaper. 

it has boon my pleasure to write for 
i ho newspaper press of America for six 
or soven years, and I give young writers 
it leaf from my experience when I say to 
i hem : Do not allow yourselves to boliovo 
thatminor work will tlnd favor with the 
modern American newspaper. Thcro is 
just as much demanded of a writer in 
the newspaper editorial ollice as in that 
of the monthly magazine A writer 
commits tlio greatest mistake of her life 
when she looks upon tho newspaper as 
a graduating school to tho magazine. 
The same standard of grammar and ex- 
pression set by the magazine holds good 
with newspapers. 

Where the newspaper offers to the 
young writer an advantage over I lie 
magazine, is in Its wider Bold, and its 
larger capacity. Publishing thirty 
times against the single issue of a mag- 
azine, the nowspapcr naturally absorbs 
more material, and a writer's chances 
are correspondingly better. Then, too. 
subjects which are out of range el' the 
magazine fall directly within the scope 
• if the newspaper. This is specially 
true of timely art icles. Tho magazines 
of bo-day with their large circulations, 
and the necessary slower process of 
printing, are prepared so far in advance 
as to make it impossible for thoie to gel 
elose enough to timely happenings to 
make their discussion of them fresh 
and interesting. With the nowspnpor 
this is. of course, different, ami it is pre- 
cisely in its ability to treat, of what is 
latest and freshest, wherein lies its 
strength, and in these respects the Bold 
is necessarily broadened to the writer. 

But, boar in mind, this ad vantage is 
only one of greater capacity, not, of less 
requirement. Disappointment can be 
no more certain than when a manuscript 
is sent to a newspaper editor with the 
belief that ho is less critical, or that his 
constituency is less exacting than is the 
caso with the monthly magazine.

flfhp' Former Ts Hut a Broatfor or Wlttl 

- Horses; While tlio Cutter's Occu- 

^ patlon Ih Indicated by - 
v^^llls Name, 

""A groat many peoploT^evcn in tho 
"West, confound vaoquoros with cow- 
boys, HoiiiQ oven supposing tbat tho only 
difference between tho men known by 
these names is thai of locality of tho 
country in which thoy work; in other 
words, that a man working with rango- 
cattlo is a cowboy in tho North and a 
vacquero in tho South. Such a mistake, 
however, is only mado by people unac- 
quainted with rango work, because as a 
matter of fact there is a vast difference 
butwoon tho occupations in which thoso 
men aro engaged. It is true o very vao- 
c|iu;ro may become a cowboy; hut every 
coWboy can not possibly become a vac- 
quoro. * ~' ■■ • 

Tho name and tho oocupation it do- 
notes are both of Spanish origin, says 
Chambers' .Journal. It is a matter of 
history that tho first horses brought to 
V u. erica woro f roin Spain and tho cow- 
' ponies used in Texas and Old and Now 
.Mexico arc to-day monpfrol descendants 
from tho pure-bred I!arbs lauded on the 
shores of tho Gulf of Mexico over a 
( ontury since. The same is true of the 
rncquero, for ho is invariably a Mex- 
ican, sometimes tho descendant from a 
pure Castilian family; but more often a 
"Grouser" or half-breed, having the 
blood of tho CastiHan and Indian mixed 
in his veins. His occupation is hand- 
ling and breaking wild In rses, and 
while ho inherits tho, hot-tempered, im- 
petuous disposition, together with tho 
reckless bravery of his Spanish ances- 
tryi he has also coupled with it the cun- 
ning and treachery of his Indian fore- 
fathers in as noted a degree as the wild 
descendants of those pure-bred Spanish 
palfreys havo inherited their high spir- 
its, speed and endurance. 

In his dress tho vacquero fives tho 
Strongest outward evidence of his an- 
cestry and occupation. The heavy, 
broad-brimmed sombrero, ornamented 
with gold or silver braid and cord; the 
fanr.i fully-decorated and orabroidered 
vol vi teen jacket and trousers with buck- 
skin shirt and gaily-colored sash, )on<s- 
Ieggcd boots and big spurs, form invari- 
ably tho dress adopted by him, no mat- 
ter how poor he may bo or how old and 
worn his garments. 

In choosing his outfit, his saddle and 
bridle, ho is more careful than the ordi- 
nary cowboy, and gives loss thought to 
tho expense; especially sois this tho case 
« ith regard to the trappings of hissaddle, 
which aro often fastened in place with 
silver-beaded rivets, tho heads being fre- 
quently as large as a crown piece, and 
engraved with monograms, or brands, 
or any other device which may catch his 
fancy. His bridle is usually of his own 
manufacture, of plaited horse-hair of 
different colors so combined as to give 
evidence bf his natural artistic taste. 
Jt differs from the ordinary bridle in 
beiiig so constructed as to be adapted 
for use wun or witoout nits, and when 
used in the latter shape is called a 
"haokatnoro." itisin this shape tho vac- 
quero Invariably uses it the first timo 
he saddles and mounts a wild horse, be- 
cause then tho bits aro useless, and only 
irritate the animal; tho first lesson the 
vacquero desires to teach it being tojro 
ahead without any regard to direction, 
the hair-cord, which passes around tho 
nose and jaws being sufficiently strong 
in stop its wild race, if such a course is 
necessary. Tho lasso or lariat used by 
the vacquero is, like the cowboy's, made 
from plaited raw-hide or horse-hair, 
about thirty foot in length, andso heavy 
that none but a very strong wind is 
aide to alter the course of the noose, 
when thrown at a fleeing animal. 

The outfit entire is often worth hun- 
dreds of dollars, and represents tho vac- 
ijiii re's stuck In trade, being as indis- 
pensable as a lawyer's or physician's li- 
b'-ary. We havo of ten seen such an out- 
lit girthed, or "sinehed" as they say, on 
a horse not worth more cents than the 
out lit was dollars. Tho vacquero takes 
mure pride in the completeness and 
quality of his outfit than the ordinary 
cowboy. ........ 

Rarely do you over see the va 
change his occupation; he is app; 
born in tho saddle, reared 
saddle, and not unfrequontly 
dead from the saddle, lie is move ac- 
complished with tbn lasso than tho 
cowboy, and no vacquero is considered a 
thoroughly competent lasso- thrower, 
ur roper, unless ho can catch a liorsi 
running at its Utmost speed by any one 
of its lour feet, or its two front, ur hind 
■oly to he able to throw a lasso 
torse's head is no qualification 
juero. Then, too, an ofllcinnt 
understands thoroughly the 
art of braiding horse-hair or raw-hide 
and making therefrom bridles, rlding- 
whips or "quorts," and lassos or lariats, 
of course, tho main difference be- 
tween tho vacquero and cowboy is that, 
tho former is employed exclusively 
with range-horses, while tlio latter's 
charges are horned creatures. Besides 
this, tho thorough vacquero is rarely 
seen in the North. In other respects, 
however, his life and habits are very 
similar to thoso of tho cowboy ; but ho 
is bi tter paid, and actually his life is in 
greater danger; for, while tho cowboy 
may have occasionally to break a 
broncho or half-wild horse, that is the 
vaoquoro's regular occupation, and ho 
may be called on to ride Ave or six a 
day for weeks at a timo. - 

A Machine to Hotter llrend. 

' Tho latest and most unique invention 
is a machine for buttering bread. Itis 
used in connection with a groat patent 
bread-cutter, and is intonded for U8U in 
prisons, work-houses and other reforma- 
tory institutions. There is a cylindrical- 
sliaped brush which is fed with butter, 
and lays a thin layer on tho bread as it, 
comes from tho colter. Tho machine 
can be worked by band, steam or elec- 
tricity, ahdhasaeapaoityof cutting and 
spreading TOO loaves oi bread an hour.

A ND Vyiiorcas.it Is expedient to rniso the 
sum of sajo.uoo for tho pnrposo of con- 
structing a genoral system of sewerage works 
for the benefit of the City of Victoria. 

And whereas, for the purposes aforesaid it 
will he necessary to raise by way of loan, upon 
tho credit of said Corporation the sum of 
$300,000. 

And whereas, it will rcqtliro the sum of 
SM.059.G5 to be raised annually by special rate, 
for tho payment or said debt and interest us 
hereinafter mentioned. 

And whereas, the amount of the whole rate- 
able property of the said Corporation of the 
City of Victoria, according to tlio last revised 
assessment roll, bolng for the year 1880, was 
98,848,1 03, irrespective of any fat aro Increase of 
tho rateable property of tlio said Corporation 
of the City of Victoria, and of any income in 
tho nature of tolls, interest or dividends from 
any Block, shares or interest in the work upon 
which the money so to bo raised or any part 
thereof, is intended tube invested, and also Ir- 
respective of any income from the temporary 
investment of the sinking fund or any part 
thereof.

The Clerk of tho Bold 
Corporation is hereby authorized and instrutod 
lo attach the seal of the said Corporal inn to 
tho said debentures after such signing by the 
Mayor.
